Amfierdam, Sept.8. The Batch Squadron in 
the Mediterranean failed the paft from Altea- 
Bay towarda Algiers, but did not arrive before 
that Place till the 22d, by reafon of a Calm 5 the 
28th they went fo far intothe Bay as to obferve 
eafily the Situation and Strength of the Pore, and 
could difcern nine cruizing Ships lying 
hind the Mole: They perceived alfo, that the 
Algerincs have raifed a new Battery of 24 Guns 
within the Mole, extending towards the Sea, and 
were preparing another at the Mole’s exterior 
Point to the Eaftward of the Bay. Admiral Grave 
being fully fatisfied by what he had {cen of the 
Streagth of the City and Port, aod not having 
any News of the Spunifh Fleet, he failed from 
thence the 28th for Cape Palos.: The-3:4, at two 
in the Morning, be came ap with the Spanith Fleet 
about 15 Leagues off that Cape : Adaniral Serrano 
told him, he had been detained in Altea Bay and 
before Alicant longer than he defign’d, and woald 
now fail to Algiers. The Datch Admiral anfwer'd, 
that he bad lain before that Place fince the 224 
patt, and waited for him to the 28th, but perceived 
nothing could be done there, becaufe the Algering 
Ships uneigged behind the Mole : Neve 
Don Serrano replying, that. the King his Mafter’s 
Orders obliged him abfolutely to fal thither, the 
two Admirals agreed, that the Spanifh —— 
Thould cruize off of Algiers, the Coatts of Barbary 
‘and Spain, from Cape Martin to Cape de Gate, 
‘till the 15th Inftants and that the Datch Squadron 
‘fhould cruize the fame ‘Time from Cape Malaga to’ 
the Streight’s Mouth, as far ae Cape St. Vincent 
‘and the oppofite Shore of Barbary, or any other 
Place, upon Notice had of finding the: Corfairs. 
The Admirals having fettled proper Signals to be 
obferved between both Fleets, Don Serrano ftood 
away for Algiers, and M. Grave for the Streights, 
where he arrived the sth paft. Dating the whole 


‘time the Dutch Admiral cruized in the Mediterra- 
‘pean, ‘he met with no Algerine Ship, although the 


Fleet failed twice from the Streights to the Barba- 
ry Iflands, fteering along the Spanifh and Barbary 
ft»; and being informed by feveral Mafters of 
Britifi and French Ships, that they had met with 
no Corfairs, “tis likely they are all retired to- 
nap the Levant, to avoid the Spanifh and Dutch 
ects.
